BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW27.53.020 and 1986 c 266 s 16 are each anended to read
as follows:

The di scovery, identification, excavation, and study of the state’s
ar chaeol ogi cal resour ces, t he provi di ng of i nformation on
archaeol ogical sites for their nomnation to the state and nationa
regi sters of historic places, the maintaining of a conplete inventory
of archaeological sites and collections, and the providing of
information to state, federal, and private construction agencies
regardi ng t he possi bl e i npact of construction activities onthe state’s
archaeol ogi cal resources, are proper public functions; and the

( (V&shingten—archaecologiecalresearch—eenter)) office of archaeol ogy and

hi storic preservation, created ((uhder—the—authoerity—of)) in chapter
((39-34)) 27.34 RCW/( (as—hnewexisting-or—hereafter—anended)), i s hereby

desi gnated as an appropriate agency to carry out these functions. The
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director, inconsultation wth the ((\Washingtenarechaeological+researech

eenter)) office of archaeol ogy and historic preservation, shall provide
guidelines for the selection of depositories designated by the state
for archaeol ogi cal resources. The legislature directs that there shal

be full cooperation anongst the departnent, the ((Washingten
archaeeologiecal—research—center)) office of archaeology and historic

preservation, and ot her agencies of the state.

Sec. 2. RCW 27.53. 070 and 1975-'76 2nd ex.s. ¢ 82 s 3 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

It is the declared intention of the legislature that field
i nvestigations on privately owned | ands shoul d be di scouraged except in
accordance wth both the provisions and spirit of this chapter and
persons having know edge of the |ocation of archaeol ogical sites or
resources are encouraged to comunicate such information to the
( (VW&shingten—archaecologicalresearch—center)) office of archaeol ogy and
historic preservation. Such information shall not constitute a public
record which requires disclosure pursuant to the exception authorized
in RCW 42.17.310, as now or hereafter anmended, to avoid site
depr edat i on.

Sec. 3. RCW27.53.080 and 1986 ¢ 266 s 19 are each anended to read
as follows:

Qualified or professional archaeol ogists, in performance of their
duties, are hereby authorized to enter upon public |ands of the state
of Washington and its political subdivisions, at such tinmes and i n such
manner as not to interfere with the nornmal managenent thereof, for the
pur poses of doing archaeol ogical resource |ocation and evaluation
studies, including site sanpling activities. Scientific excavations
are to be carried out only after appropriate agreenent has been made
between a professional archaeologist or an institution of higher
educati on and the agency or political subdivision responsible for such
| ands. Notice of such agreenent shall be filed with the ((Washingteon
archaeologiecal—research—center)) office of archaeology and historic
preservation and by them to the departnent. Amat eur societies may
engage in such activities by submtting and having approved by the
responsi ble agency or political subdivision a witten proposal
detailing the scope and duration of the activity. Before approval, a
proposal froman amateur society shall be submtted to the ((Washingten
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1 archaeologtcal—+esearech—center)) office of archaeology and historic

2 preservation for review and reconmendati on.
